Artificial 


Product Has Advantages—Is 


More Sanitary. 


Artificial' ice made from distilled wa 


ter, in a cleanly way, is free from dis- 
ease germs; the same cannot be said 
of natural ice produced from waters 
of varying degrees of purity. There 
has been a too-common impression 
that water purifies itself in freezing, 
and even that ice made from polluted 
sources is sterile, arid therefore sale-. 
» It. is true that freezing eliminates 
many of the impurities. 
As the tem- 


perature falls in the quiet winter 
nights and the sheet of crystal forms, 
the impurities, the organic matter, the 
mineral salts, the bacteria are thrust 
downward. But the elimination is not 
complete. 


For two reasons ice made from pol 


luted water is itself likely to foe pol- 
luted. First, certain quantities of the 
foreign substances in the water, small, 
it is true, but none the less objection- 
able, are frozen into the ice. Sec- 
ond, 
ice is usually formed by alter 


nate freezes and thaws through tlic 
early winter, followed by continued 
cold -weather that finally closes the 
lake or river. The ice that is cut often 
includes, therefore, a certain amount 
of snow-ice or surface ice that has 
had no opportunity to eliminate its *m- 
purities, and retains everything that 
contaminated tl-e water of which it 
was made.—Tho Companion.

Estimat'on of Astronomers Is That

Astronomers estimate that in a 


sphere vith a radius 
of 20.000,00!) 


times the distance fiom the eartli 
to the sun there are nearly 7,000 stars 
•\\lnch are trom tc'-i to one hundred 
limes as luminous ;\s the -sun- 


In the sa:no sphere are no less than 


23,200 stats winch arc each as lumin- 
ous as the sun, and the enormous 
number of O.VJOO s-'-ars v.hich have 
one-tenth the brightness of the -orb 
v.hich lights our c-rih by dtiy. 


For convo-•"-•'_- '_i stud>mg them 


astronomers have divided tue stars 
into six main classes, known as B, 
A, F, G, K and M. stars These classes 
are named ia the order of their tem- 
perature, the B stars being the bluest 
and hottest, and the M the reddest 
and coolest. 


The stars in class G are the most 


like the sun, their spectra being tull 
of metallic lines, tnd with broad lines 
due to calcium. 


All the red stars are divided into 


t-.vo subdivisions known as giant and 
dwarf stars. The former are tbouglit 
to be stars ulncli are in an eaily stage 
of evolution and- increasing In tem- 
perature, while the latter are graving 
older and darker. Taken altogether 
the red stars average 100 times as 
bright as the sun, and this is the rea- 
son wl'y 'sve ca-i see them although at 
great distances away.
